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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument in page 2, 
5th paragraph that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established 
by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) And In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, Lev's reference provides a motivation indicating the use of circuit switching for streamed data and packet switching for data 
that does not require packets to be sent in a certain order, in this way shorter packet switched messages (data) may be transmitted over 
packet-switched channels in the most efficient manner. 

Applicant argues in page 5-7 that "Lev does not disclose or suggest selecting a suitable connection method in a content retrieval device 
(or in the server of Lev) after data is received from another device (server)"(Page 7, firs paragraph). Examiner notes that claims (5,10,15 
and 20) read that "selecting, prior to reception of the content data, a suitable connection method for the content data specified in the first 
retrieval request." Therefore, the selection happens before the reception of the content data as the claim recites. Furthermore, the fact 
that the selection is made by the server (the source device) in Lev. It does not make the combination improper. For example, Mutschler 
teaches clients making requests for content data using TCP/IP or proprietary protocols and Lev is only used to show wherein the 
connection method is either one of packet switching method or a circuit switching method. Therefore, the combined references of 
Mutschler and Lev teach the invention as explained in the office action.. 
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
